Had these sugars been chargeable with the lowest rate of duty, they 
would have given a revenue of 21,926/, leaving only a difference of 
3,000/, as the whole increase which the Exchequer has obtained from 
this new and vexatious principle. We are quite ready to admit that 
an advalorem principle of charging duties is most desirable where it 
can be done, but in this and other similar cases, experience has proved 
that it isimpract cable, while it leads to great frauds and unequal prac- 
tice in the payment of duties. Mr Moffatt has given notice of an amend- 
nent on the sugar bill, when it is brought forward, with a view to 
abolish the distinctive duties, and we have no doubt he will be able 
to shew such an amount of inconvenience and annoyance as having 
arisen out of this practice, as will induce the legislature to abandon 
it; and, especially, as it is certain that it is tending to prevent Im- 
provements in the manufacture of sugar, particularly in India, where 
care is now taken to produce nothing better than will pass at the 
lower rate of duty.

The undersigned deem it expedient to state that, since the first establishment 
of Her Majesty’s packets, a period of more than thirty years, all newspapers 
transmitted by them have been and still are delivered by her Majesty's packet 
agent, free of all charge, and without any interference on the part of the Bra- 
zilian post office ; that the only charge for postage on newspapers made by the 
Brazilian post office is on those arriving by merchant vessels at the rate of 50 rs 
(three farthings sterling) each packet of three newspapers, and 10 rs for each

Sir,—Whilst I have to thank you for having inserted, after some 
delay, a portion of my letter of 13th ult., I must protest against your 
mutilation of that letter, for I have yet to learn that it is Euglish 
“fair play” to give publicity to one side of a question, and when the 
other side is tendered, to cut and chip it into shreds and patches. 

As I named in one portion (excluded by you) of my former 
letter, it is quite a treat, absolutely refreshing, for a party connected 
with the West Indies to get any one of the opponents of the 
West India farmer to come to matters of “ fact,” and, there- 
fore, I naturally laid hands on Mr Smith's first fact, and in this 
letter propose noticing the only other fact in his three long letters, 
and then offering a few observations on his quotations of the opinions 
of others. 

In Mr Smith’s second letter (Zcenomist, 9th May, 1846) he 
recounts that being on acertain estate on the north side of the island, 
50 labourers were discharged from it in one day, and 100 labourers 
were discharged from an adjoining estate on the same day, and this in 
a locality, I quote Mr Smith's own words, “ where the want of continu- 
ous labour was most severely felt.” We have an ugly plan in England, 
when public speakers adduce such phrases as “ a certain person,” “ in 
a certain place,” “at acertain time,” of calling out “name, name,” 
“when, when,” so I say, “a certain estate” being quoted, “ name, 
name,” “ when, when.” : 

Your correspondent has maintained so discreet a silence as to time 
and place, that I cannot deal as summarily with this fact as I did with 
the fuct relative to Money Musk estate; but if he will give time 
and place, I promise it full consideration ; and 1 anticipate 1 shall be 
able to show you and your readers that there is a screw loose some- 
where : meanwhile, I solicit your and their attention to the following 
fact, and I beg you and your readers especially to remember, that it 
refers entirely to the north side of the island of Jamaica, the locality, 
it may be the very identical parish, indicated by Mr. Smith. 

In October 1843, there appeared in a Jamaica paper a statement to 
the effect that on certain estates in the parish of St. James, on the 
north side of the island, there was “not a sufficiency of work to be 
found for the people,” numbers of whom had been to an estate called 
Leogan, seeking work, and at Leogan itself those employed could 
only get work for three days a week, and then only earn one shilling 
perday. ‘This quite bears out Mr Smith’s statements, but I pray 
you, sir, hear a little more. 

A genileman who possesses estates in the very next parish, 
“ Jlanover,” immediately, through his agent, gave notice that he was 
ready to enter into a contract for twelve months with 300 labourers, 
to give them constant work for six days a week during the whole 
period, at Is 6d per day of nine hours, or, if they preferred it, find 
them jo work, at which they could earn 3d and 4d per hour, and pay 
them their wages weekly in cash. Of course, sir, you imagine the 300 
labourers were instantly forthcoming. I assure you, sir, that not one 
labourer has, up to the last advices from Jamaica, offered his services 
in conse quence of the above notice. 

If I name further that the would-be employer was Neill Malcolm, 
Esq, I presume it will be a sufficient guarantee to you and your 
readers the contract made would have been kept at least on his side. 

I pray you and them, sir, to weigh in the balance the fact in the 

Economist of 9th May, without place, name, or date, and the above 
Jact, with place, name, and date. And now to come to Mr Smith's 
quotations from the writings of Mr Price, of Worthy park, a resident 
proprietor, having great natural energy and full command of capital, 
the very beau ideal of Mr Smith's man, to succeed in Jamaica. 

It is generally conceded that a man should be judged more by what 
he does than by what he says; and although the writer under review 
says wuch, [rather invite your attention to the following facts. Mr 
Price has been in the habit, for some months, if not years, of periodi- 
cally informing the public of his progress, and in the early part of last 
year published some remarks somewhat in the strain of those quoted 
by Mr Smith; and in June last there appeared in the Colonial Gazette 
the following letter :— 

* To the Editor of the Colonial Gazette. 
I have seen in the papers lately a letter from Mr Price, of Worthy 
Park, Jamaica, speaking in glowing terms of the success which has attended 
his operations upon that property, and enunciating with the air of one hay- 
ing authority the settled conviction that nothing but capital is requisite to 
restore Jamaica to prosperity. 

“Tam not one of the least of Mr Price’s advisers. I have watched his 
progress for some time with pleasure and anxiety; and have every hope 
that one so pains-taking, so persevering, and possessing a splendid estate like 
Worthy Park, will win at least *a crust in these hard times ;’ but I am de- 
sirous of disbursing, through your columns, the public mind of the impres- 
sion that all Mr Price’s ideas are to be taken as gospel. 

When men stand out before all the world, as does Mr Price, censors of 
ers, Cxamy les to be follows d, we are justified, however reluctant in so 
doing, in looking a little narrowly intothe acts and circumstances of the 
individuals thus held out as ‘beacon lights’ to the world. 

“It is matter of uotoriety that Mr Price, and other parties connected with 
* Worthy Park,’ are men of capital ; the large expenditure there within the 
last f Ww years proves the y are also disposed to be liberal in the use of their 
we alth; and Mr Price’s proclaimed opinion, that capital alone is needed 
in Jamaica to restore prosperity, bears evidence that, in his idea, he has all 
the means of prosperity within his grasp. 

* No man can be considered a good agriculturist now-a-days who does 
not, from land in Jamaica, produce at least one hhd cf sugar per 
acre. I lave rated it thus low, because I desire above all things to avoid 
exaggeration. Now, at Worthy Park there are 3250 acres of land, and Mr 
Price, having all the means of success within himself, makes, as far as I can 
learn, about 400 hhdsof sugar. What, you will exclaim, with 3,250 aeres

1, making only 400 Ihds of sugar! Yes, sir, that is *a great fact.’ 
“ Methinks I see 
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| Price, who proclaims that capital alone is necessary for prosperity in Jamai- 
ea, and who haseapital—with 3,250 acres of land there, only makes 400 hhds 
sugar? Impossible! Sadly and seriously though, I assure you, sir, such is 
the case, and I will give you the reason that such a mountain produces such 
a mouse, 

“Mr Price, sir, has energy, activity, mind, capital, climate, soil, acres, but 
not /abour—labour, sir, labour, the lack of it renders all Mr Price’s other 
great, and, to him personally, most honourable acquirements, comparatively 
valueless. 

“ Put in juxtaposition 3,250 and 400, 

* T could bring you 50 similar instances within the island of Jamaica. I 
know of one where a gentleman of most enlarged views, distinguished by 
his expenditure of capital in this country to improve his estates, and equally 
ready to expend his capital on his estates in Jamaica, has above 8,000 acres 
of cane-Jand in that island, and only about 600 acres in cultivation, and even 
that beggarly quantity can barely be kept free from weeds or manured. 
One of his agents writes him 17th April 1845 :— 

** The want of labour has never been so much felt since I have been here 
as it is now. I could set 100 people to work on every estate with much pro- 
fit, as work of every description, connected with an estate might now be car- 
ried on, planting,cultivation, manufacture, and fences. The weather is such all 
could go on. However, it is of no use, we have to beg for the little labour we 
are getting, as every one wants to be off to their * grounds,” to the very great 
injury of the estates. 

* Another agent writes,— ‘It is with no ordinary concern that I am 
obliged to continue my remarks, as in last reports, as regards the scarcity of 
labour. I stopt the mill, thinking to get all hands out to clean and plant, 
but was sadly disappointed, for very few went to the field: the better dis- 
| posed went to their grounds, the others loitered away their time in idleness. 
|} I have now been obliged to offer an advance of wages for those purposes” 
|} “And a third,—* No guano has been applied, for the great want of hands 
debars me for a short time from so doing.’ 

“IT would not have you infer from all this that I deem Jabour the sole 
panacea for Jamaica ills. No sir, improved agriculture, superior manufac- 
ture, economical management, are all equally necessary, are all developing 
themselves on every side, but they are * cabined, cribbed, confined’ for lack of 
steady, continuous labour. What avails a plough with no hands to guide, 
carts and waggons with no men to Joad, oxen and horses without drivers, 
sugar mills and presses without human aid, or the mighty agency of steam 
to boil coppers guileless of liquor. 

* Ask the farmer here to what he owes success, he will tell you, to hay- 
ing at all times a supply of labour; ask the manufacturer to what he owes 
success, to having always plenty of labour: ask the Jamaica farmer and 
manufacturer whence comes his ruin, he will tell you, from having little la- 
bour uncertain in its supply—20 men Monday, 30 Tuesday, 5 Wednesday, 
This, sir, is the mainspring of Ja- 


maica’s present depressed state. 

* The growth of the sugar cane and the manufacture of sugar require to 
be"eflected properly and economically, constant, unremitting attention ; and 
this, I need not tell you, cannot be had, where, from a paucity of labourers 
the supply of labour is fluctuating—uncertain. 

“ It is not capital alone, or energy alone, or economy alone, or labour 
The first of the cate- 
gory is pressing for admission, the second pants for opportunity, the third is 
being exercised, but all languish and droop, lack of the most important of 
all, lalour. 

“T regret to differ from Mr Price ; but, shut up within narrow bounds, he 
| has yet more narrowed his ideas, and, if by persevering assiduity he has 
made a few extra hogsheads of sugar, he sadly deceives himself in faneying 
he has subdued the 1,000 of acres of his own which surround him, or solved 
the great question of emancipation. Your obedient servant,

The above letter was copied into the Jamaica papers, and com- 
mented on by them. I have reason to know that a copy of a paper 
containing the letter was sent to Mr Price; and surely, sir, after so 
direct an appeal to him, you would expect he would say at least one 
word in reply—would breathe at least a sentence in vindication. I 
| have searched the usual channels of information in vain, and I believe 
Mr Price has never replied to the letter of “ A Harter or Siavery ;” 
your readers can imagine why, and will know which to place most 
reliance on, Mr Price's theory or this practice. 

In a future letter, sir, I trust to apply myself to Mr Smith’s own 
arguments, which, based on the assumption that labour is not needed 
in Jamaica, and that capital and energy alone are required, your 
readers, I anticipate, will consider have but a sandy foundation. 
Need I add, that which is built on sand may be fair to look at, pleas- 
ing to the eye, but will not bear scrutiny ?—I am, sir, your obedient 
servant, R. F. Davis.

LETTERS TO AND FROM LuBECK.—The following notiee appears in yesterday’s Post 
Office Packet List: —* General Post-office, June, 1846,—On and after the 1S$th instant, 
the British rate of postage of 6d the half-ounce on letters between the United Kingdom 
and the city of Lubeck, conveyed by the direct Hamburg packets, will be combined 
with the Lubeck rate of 3d, and such combined rate of 9d the half-ounce, &c., may be 
either psid in advance or left unpaid, at the option of the sender, but the payment of 
the British rate only, according to the existing practice, will be permitted, This regu 
lation applies only to letters transmitted between the United Kingdom and the city of 
Lubeck, by the direct Hamburgh prckets. Those letters which may be conveyed by 
private ship, or by way of France, Holland, or Belgium, will be chargecble with the 
same rates of postage to which they have hitherto been subject.” 

ARRIVAL OF THK East INDIA] Matt.—The Mediterranean steamer Royal Tar, Cap- 
tain Burney, with the last India and China mails, arr.ved at rhe Motherbank at 1 a.m. 
on Thursday, and landed the mails, which were forwarded to London by the morning 
mail train Irhey consisted of 19 boxes and 13 packages. The Tar left Malta 20th 
May, Gibraltar June 3. The Royal Tar has 86 passengers and a full and valuable cargo. 
BinMInGHAM Day Matis.—An important improvement with respect to the morning 
livery of letters, and the day London mail, came into operation in this town on Mon- 
day last. Previously it was impossible to answer the same day a letter received in Bir- 
mingham in the morning, owing to the day mail being despatched immediately after 
the delivery of the London letters had commenced.

Tue bullion continues rapidly to increase and now amounts to 
15,011,6912, having steadily risen since the 23d of January, from 
13,139,376/. The increase has, however, been very rapid within the 
last six weeks ;—(on the 8th of May the amount was only 13,733,713/), 
which has been mainly attributable to the Jarge imports of Russian 
gold which have taken place direct from St Petersburg, and also by 
way of Hamburgh and Holland. Another sum, part of the quantity 
originally announced, amounting to about 200,000/, is expected by the 
next steamer; so that we may look fora still further increase of 
bullion. 

The money market has been easier and discounts rather lower, but 
there is much uneasiness caused by the uncertain state of the politi- 
cal world. But for this cause, it ismore than likely that money 
would be abundant, and that, altogether, trade would assume a 
Business in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts seems much affected by this cause. In consequence of this 
political uncertainty, the funds, in the early part of the week, were 
considerably depressed; but to-day they somewhat improved, and 
le ft off at better price s. 

The demand for bills on "Change this day was scarcely so great as 
last post-day. For bills on Hol!and, Belgium, and Paris there were 
buyers at the most favourable quotations of last post. Frankfort on 
the Maine, Leghorn, Palermo, and Messina were rather better. 
Vienna and ‘Trieste, Spain, and Genoa were unaltered, but 
less in demand. In bills on Portugal little was done, and the quota- 
tion is almost nominal. On Hamburg much paper was offering, and 
and prices not so good as last post. 

The large number of railway bills now passing through Parliament 
is again exciting very considerable attention and some apprehension 
as to the effect they will produce on the money market ; and, as a con- 
sequence of this feeling, many in both Houses of Parliament are dis- 
posed to stop all bills for a time, or to adopt some plan forcibly to 
arrest their progress. We cannot agree that such a course is either 
desirable or necessary. The number of bills which now being 
passed must not be taken as a criterion of those which will ultimately 
be carried into effect, or even of those which will be disposed to com- 
mence immediately after their billsare obtained. But nothing would 
be so apt to create a serious panic in the money market as sud- 
den and forcible abandonment of any large amount of these sch 
by which the whole value of the extensive outlay incurred would be 
so much wasted, and the shares, which at prescnt are accounted as 
assets, in the hands of the holders, would become worthless paper. 
We beli the only course now is to jet them go forward, and trust 
to the precautionary reasons which must prevent companies from 
attempting to raise capital when they cannot obtain it. ‘The price of 
their shares in the market will always act as the best test as to 
whether the capital can be obtained or not.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


Tur business of the week has been more than usually varied this 
week, consisting of openings, standing orders’ meetings, and proceed- 
ings in Parliament. The most exciting topics of the week have been 
the decision of the Lords’ Committee in favour of the London and 
York bill—the report of the Board of Trade on the Gauge question, 
which is more favourable to the broad gauge than was that of the 
Royal Commissioners—and the decision in Banco yesterday, con- 
firming the verdict of the j jury in the case of Wolstab v. Spott iswoode. 
Ata mecting of the Warerrorp and Kitkenny Company on Monday, 
a resolution approving of the Galway and Kilkenny bill, to which this 
company is to subscribe 25,000/, was carried. ‘lhe subject of the 
wooden rails was then taken into covsideration, and the report from 
acommittee appointed at a recent meeting read. It recommended 
that the wooden rail should not be used, as likely to cuuse inconve- 
nience in working with other lines; and that Mr Prosser should 
receive as compensation for the non-use of his patent (according to 
agreement) 15,000/, as follows :—500 shares in the company fully paid 
up, and 5,600/ cash,—2,500/ to be paid upon the ratification of the 
report, 1,250/ six months after its ratification, and the balance of 
1,250/ in twelve months from the same date. After some conversa- 
tion the report was unanimously adopted, the chairman explaining 
that not a shilling had been e xpended on the principle that would be 
lost, the timber pu: “a ised being applicable to constructing the line 
in the ordinary way. Ie also stated, that in conse quence of the alte 
ration, the Great Leinster and Munster Company would construct 34 
miles of the line, and pay half the expense of making the station, 
whereby a larger saving would be effected than the amount of the 
compe snsation to Mr Prosser. 

The Sourn Devon Company have approved ofa bill now before par- 
hament for authorising certain alterations in and extensions of the line 
of the South Devon Railway, and the formation of branches therefrom 
to Tavistock, Brixham, Kingswear, and other places. They also ap- 
d of the Cornwall and Ashburton and Newton Abbot in 
which this company take an interest. The directors took the oppor- 
tunity afforded them b y the meeting to express their continued con- 
fidence in the atmosp sheric princip le, notwithstandin; x the mishaps on 
the Croydon line, although the demand that existe d for ev rything 
connected with the iron trade, prevented their getting their engines 
and apparatus as soon as they could wish. ‘The receipts on the fif- 
teen miles of the line just opened for the past week were stated to 
be 8000. 

The Lyxn and Ery company, on Thursday, approved of two bills 
promoted by them for authorising the construction of railways from 
Wisbeach to Spalding, and from Wisbeach to March. The extension 
of the Ely and Huntingdon to Bedford has been abandoned in conse- 
quence of the success of the London and York.
